posts with countdown indicators 
and vibro-tactile pedestrian push- 
buttons; repaving of the roadway; 
ADA and safety improvements 
to the sidewalks and crosswalks, 
and pedestrian signals; updated 
pavement markings to incorpo- 
rate all added facilities and lanes;

Designed, built with grants 

The town recently announced 
it had received a $400,000 Com- 
plete Streets Grant from the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Trans- 
portation for O’Brien’s Corner. 

In February 2016, Agawam ad- 
opted a Complete Streets Policy 
upon unanimous approval by the 
City Council and Mayor Richard 
Cohen. This qualified Agawam for 
a $50,000 Complete Streets Grant 
to create Complete Streets Priori- 
tization Plan, which was complet- 
ed in April 2017. 

More than 150 project ideas 
were initially generated using 
data collected at public meetings 
and extensive analysis by the Aga- 
wam Public Works Engineering 
Division, Howard Stein Hudson 


Associates, Agawam School De- 
partment and other municipal 
departments. Each project was 
prioritized and ranked, and a 
Complete Streets Report and a 
Prioritization Plan were creat- 
ed. A copy of this report can be 
downloaded from the Agawam 
Engineering Division's website. 

The O'Briens Corner Intersec- 
tion project was selected out of 
the top 10 Agawam projects in the 
Prioritization Plan and submitted 
to MassDOT because it met many 
of the scoring criteria and was a 
strong candidate to qualify for 
very competitive statewide con- 
struction funding. The location 
could also be a Complete Streets 
network hub to which additional 
future town projects may connect.

A real home 
for veterans 


omeless veterans deserve shel- 
H» and they deserve more than 

a shelter. They deserve a home 
they can be proud of, a home that any- 
one would be proud of. And that’s what 
theyre getting with Soldier On, the 
5l-apartment community that opened 
this month on South Westfield Street in 
Feeding Hills. It’s a development we can 
all be proud of. 

The Pittsfield-based nonprofit, which 
runs similar communities in Northamp- 
ton and Chicopee, too, has surpassed 
expectations in its remodeling and 
furnishing of the former Western Mas- 
sachusetts Regional Police Academy 
building. Tall walls and windows, and 
attractive fixtures, fill the rooms with 
space and light. Brand-new beds, tables, 
chairs and kitchen appliances are as 
nice as anything youll find in one of the 
town's privately owned upscale condo- 
miniums. 

John Downing, the CEO of Soldier On, 
told a story about a fundraising meeting 
with some business leaders in Mississip- 
pi. One of the attendees thought he was 
being helpful when he said he could or- 
ganize a donation drive to give veterans 
what they need. 

Downing responded: “Frankly, I don't 
want your used — ” well, we cant print 
his word. But it is the right word to de- 
scribe how veteran “charity cases’ are 
too often treated, as though they should 
be grateful for our leftovers after they lit- 
erally put their lives on the line for our 
freedoms, and returned home broken 
from a war zone we sent them to. 

That's what makes veterans differ- 
ent from other groups in need: They are 
hurting because of their service to us. It 
is we, the citizens of the United States, 
who exposed them to enemy attack, ex- 
treme environments and post-traumat- 
ic stress. It is we who encouraged — or, 
for some, drafted — them into a heavily 
regimented lifestyle at a young age and 
then dumped them back into the un- 
structured freedom of civilian life with- 
out the skills to cope. We benefit from 
the protection they provided to us, but 
we failed to protect them when they re- 
turned home. 

Now they have returned home to 
Feeding Hills — to a real home. Finally, 
theyre not getting our neglect. Theyre 
not getting our leftovers. They are get- 
ting what they deserve.

What 40B really means 


hapter 40B, Massachu- 
( setts Affordable Housing 
Law, also known as the 
Comprehensive Permit Law, was 
passed in 1969 to create more 
affordable housing for 
individuals and fami- 
lies of low and moder- 
ate incomes in every 
city and town in the 
commonwealth. 
Chapter 40B has 
resulted in the cre- 
ation of over 70,000 
units of housing in 









“A careful look at six mixed-in- 
come developments reveals that 
net losses, when they occur, are 
usually modest.’ The report of- 
fers potential policy fixes for 
these issues. 
Concerns about 
decline in property 
values or increased 
crime because of 
affordable housing 
developments have 
also been shown to 
be unfounded, as 
reported in a Tufts 
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nearly 1,400 devel- 
opments, including 
50,500 rental units 


(over 30,400 affordable) and al- 
most 20,000 ownership units 
(5,500 affordable). 

The Chapter 40B law allows 
the override of local zoning, 
with a consolidated review 
and approval process by the 
local Zoning Board of Appeals, 
known as a “comprehensive per- 
mit; as long as 20-25 percent of 
the units in the proposed devel- 
opment are affordable. 

The law applies to all com- 
munities which have not met 
the goal of 10 percent of afford- 
able housing on the State Subsi- 
dized Housing Inventory, which 
Agawam has not done. 

Chapter 40B has been con- 
troversial. The most common 
issues are infrastructure, traffic, 
and school costs, however, these 
concerns have been successfully 
addressed. A June 2, 2017, report 
from the Public Policy Center at 
UMass-Dartmouth stated that

University study, “On 
the Ground: 40B Con- 
troversies Before and 
After; 2009, and in much addi- 
tional research, such as “Do Af- 
fordable Housing Projects Harm 
Suburban Communities?

In 2010 there was a ballot ini- 
tiative petition to repeal Chap- 
ter 40B, which was decisively de- 
feated, with 58 percent of voters 
statewide supporting Chapter 
40B. In Agawam, 60.6 percent of 
those who voted were in favor of 
the law. 

Communities at 10 percent 
on the State Subsidized Housing 
Inventory have more discretion 
to approve or deny comprehen- 
sive permits for Chapter 40B de- 
velopments.

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Subsidized Housing Inventory, units must be long-term 
affordable for households up to 80 perceent of the Area 
Median Income, which for Agawam is up to $44,800 for 
a single individual, and up to $64,000 for a family of four, 
and must be affirmatively fair marketed. 

Agawam currently has 505 units on the Subsidized 
Housing Inventory, located at Agawam Housing Au- 
thority Developments, Pheasant Hill, and the Depart- 
ment of Developmental Disabilities Group Homes, and 
is at 4.18 percent subsidized affordable households. 

Another way for a city or town to have more control 
over affordable housing development is to achieve what 
is called “Safe Harbor, which also gives the communi- 
ty more discretion to approve or deny comprehensive 
permits. 

To get Safe Harbor, a municipality must have a cer- 
tified Housing Production Plan and achieve either 0.5 
percent or 1 percent increase in its Subsidized Housing 
Inventory of eligible affordable households over a cal- 
endar year. A 0.5 percent increase results in a one-year 
Safe Harbor, and a 1 percent increase results in a two- 
year Safe Harbor. For Agawam, 60 units are needed for 
a 0.5 percent increase. The requirement is satisfied as 
soon as the permit for the units is issued. Only units 
permitted after state approval of the Housing Produc- 
tion Plan count toward Safe Harbor, so the just-opened 
Soldier On housing will count on the Subsidized Hous- 
ing Inventory, but not toward fulfilling the require- 
ments for Safe Harbor, because it was permitted earlier. 

Now that Agawam's Housing Production Plan has 
been approved by the state Department of Housing and 
Community Development, the next step for the town 
will be to implement the goals identified in the Plan in 
order to meet the needs of residents for subsidized, af- 
fordable housing, and to obtain Safe Harbor.

This teaching is posi- 
tioned between the Last Supper and 
Jesus praying in the Garden of Gethse- 
mane.

room for one, but for many. 

He says to them, “I go to prepare a 
place for you ... that where I am, there 
you may be also. Where was He that 
they were not? The answer is, posi- 
tioned as a son in relationship with 
His Father. He said to them, “Where I 
go, you know, and the way you know. 
Thomas questioned this, saying, “Lord 
we do not know where you are going, 
and how can we know the way?’ If Je- 
sus was simply talking about heaven, 
then Thomas was right, he did not 
know heaven and certainly did not 
know the way to get there. But in reply 
to Thomas question, Jesus said, “I am 
the way, the truth, and the life, no one 
comes to the Father except through 
Me. Here Jesus is stating that the Fa- 
ther is the destination and Jesus Him- 
self is the way. 

John 16 is a wonderful narrative of 
what happened over the next few days. 
Jesus explains that they would not see 
Him for a little while but would then 
see Him for a little while because He 
was going to the Father. In this span is 
the miracle of the cross, the resurrec- 
tion, the acceptance of the sacrifice by 
the Father, and Jesus return to the dis- 
ciples to breathe upon them and im- 
part spiritual life. They became born 
again as sons of the Father, and were 
now where Jesus was! 

The truth of this is what makes 
Christianity real for you and me. We 
become sons of our heavenly Father 
through what Jesus has done. With- 
out this, Christianity is simply a the- 
ory. However, God always intends us 
to be relational, so that from deep 
within us would come an excited cry, 
“Abba, Father!” 

It is my prayer for us that we each 
might grow in our understanding of 
the Fatherhood of God, which in turn 
will enable us to reach our destiny.

was working to help youths with substance 
abuse issues when received a tip from his 
mother-in-law about a part-time coordina- 
tor position. He initially wasn't sure about 
taking the position because he had nev- 
er considered working with “old people” 
before. 

Hess glad he took the position, and he's 
learned that the word “old” doesn't really 
describe his clients.

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Stormwater consultants detail several 
potential taxes, fees to maintain system 


What level of service makes 
sense for Agawam’s stormwater 
management program? And what 
is the best way to fund this pro- 
gram? These were the key ques- 
tions discussed at a briefing for 
local political candidates who 
joined members of the Stormwa- 
ter Advisory Task Force, public 
works officials, the Pioneer Val- 
ley Planning Commission’ Pat- 
ty Gambarini, and Amec Foster 
Wheeler's Rich Niles on Sept. 25. 
The briefing aimed to inform at- 
tendees about the ongoing Storm- 
water Funding Feasibility Study 
that will continue into the first 
half of 2018. 

Mayor Richard Cohen opened 
the meeting with remarks em- 
phasizing the importance of the 
study, which will present recom- 
mendations on managing and 
funding Agawams stormwater 
program. ‘These recommenda- 
tions will help officials make 
choices that will in turn allow for 
more integrated planning for the 
stormwater program. 

The evenings presenter, Niles 
explained that Agawam’s storm- 
water system is extensive, with 
4,757 street drains (also called 
catch basins), 122 miles of drain- 
pipe, and 2,352 manholes that car- 
ry rainwater to 512 outfalls into 
waterways. Parts of the drainage 
system are clearly old (pre-1960s), 
but much of the system is of un- 
known age. Town Engineer Mi- 
chelle Chase remarked that with 
the special camera now available 
to explore the drainage system 
more thoroughly, the Department 


of Public Works is finding many 
old pipes, clogged pipes, and fail- 
ing pipes that need maintenance. 
While the town has always man- 
aged this system and there are 
some important improvement 
projects underway at Arnold 
Street, Meadow Street, and South 
Park Terrace, deferred main- 
tenance over the years has put 
DPW'ss efforts in a reactive, rather 
than proactive, mode, Chase said. 

There are also state and federal 
stormwater permit requirements 
that seek to reduce polluted storm 
flows from reaching rivers and 
streams. New permit rules are 
compelling the town to invest 
more in stormwater management, 
resulting in additional costs. 

Niles noted that the $173,000 
for the stormwater program in the 
fiscal year 2017 budget was dedi- 
cated to permit compliance, and it 
is just the beginning. 

“If you take a more holistic 
and functional look at the budget, 
accounting for system operations 
and maintenance, engineering 
and planning, and capital im- 
provement projects, a more ac- 
curate figure for the stormwater 
program expenditures in fiscal 
year 2017 is about $893,000,’ ex- 
plained Niles. 

With many stormwater chal- 
lenges facing the town, including 
aging infrastructure, flooding, and 
erosion, Niles indicated that it is 
important to think about what 
level of service makes sense for 
the town's stormwater program. A 
minimal level of service, he noted, 
would maintain the status quo and 


be minimally compliant with state 
and federal regulations, but would 
not address known problem ar- 
eas or necessary capital improve- 
ments. A moderate level of service 
would allow for improvements 
above the existing program, and 
a high level of service would allow 
for significant improvements in a 
more condensed timeframe. 

“Some communities have cho- 
sen to do an exceptional level of 
service and they are able to solve 
problems aggressively, he noted. 

Niles then laid out two prelim- 
inary budget options showing a 
five-year program of growth, one 
assuming a moderate level of ser- 
vice, and the other a higher level 
of service. At the moderate level of 
service, the average annual storm- 
water budget is estimated to be 
$1.9 million, and the average an- 
nual budget at the higher level of 
service is estimated to be $2.1 mil- 
lion. These are budget estimates 
that take into account all storm- 
water-related work, including ex- 
isting and future needs, and allow 
for important growth in capacity 
for capital improvement projects, 
noted Niles. 

To fund the stormwater pro- 
gram, there are a few primary 
options with several additional 
options to provide supplementa- 
ry revenue: 

e Continue to use property tax- 
es from the general fund. To meet 
future costs defined at the moder- 
ate level of service, however, this 
would require a tax increase of 1.8

percent. 

e Create a Municipal 
Water Infrastructure In- 
vestment Fund, a tool that 
some municipalities have 
used to create a dedicated 
funding source to support 
their water infrastructure 
(drinking-, waste-, and 
stormwater). Funding 
would come from a sur- 
charge of up to 3 percent 
on property taxes. 

e Establish a stormwa- 
ter utility, where a user 
fee is charged based on 
the amount of impervi- 
ous cover on a property. 
The more impervious 
cover — hard surfaces 
draining to the stormwa- 
ter system, such as roof- 
tops, driveways and park- 
ing lots — the higher the 
fee, making payment pro- 
portional to the demand 
placed on the drainage 
system. Under this op- 
tion, all developed prop- 
erties pay their propor- 
tionate share, including 
tax-exempt properties. 

Niles noted that the 
first two funding options 
are based entirely on 
property value, while the 
third option generates 
funding based on use of 
stormwater system ser- 
vices. 

“The other important 
thing about a stormwa- 
ter utility, added Niles, 
“is that it creates an ad- 
equate and stable source 
of funding with flexibility

Niles highlighted sev- 
eral specific properties in 
town to show an analysis 
of impervious cover and 
potential stormwater 
utility fees.

Force. Niles also empha- 
sized that the analysis is 
preliminary and every- 
one should understand 
the difference between 
funding a stormwater 
program with a higher 
level of service through 
taxes versus a stormwa- 
ter utility fee. Addition- 
ally, this is an ongoing 
evaluation and addition- 
al public engagement 
activities are planned to 
inform the public and so- 
licit input. 

The Stormwater Ad-
